An example of the use of Canadian 
products by the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment In Important scientific and ex¬ 
ploration work comes with a report 
of the departure from Ottawa of the 
Canadian Arctic Expedition, organ¬ 
ized by the Northwest and Yukon 
Branch of the Canadian Department, 
of the Interior. 

The expedition was under the di¬ 
rection of Major L. T. Burwash, well 
known Canadian Governmental ex¬ 
plorer, who has spent much time In 
the far North. Press reports this 
summer indicated that Major Bur- 
wash was ofT on one of his solitary 
Jaunts, but the general Canadian 
Arctic Expedition, according to in¬ 
formation from Toronto, left that 
city in three parties. 

All three parties were equipped 
with Eveready radio “B" batteries 
on th^sets supplied for the expedi¬ 
tion by thee Department of Marine 
and Fisheries. Word has reached 
headquarters of the Canadian Nation¬ 
al Carbon Company that all branches 
of this Department are using Cana¬ 
dian National Carbon Company pro¬ 
ducts.
